WASHINGTON, April 23. 


RESIDENT WILSON issued the following comment on the Car- 
P ranza statement: 

„J wish: to reiterate with the greatest earnestness the 
desire and inténtion of this Government to respect in every possible 
way the sovereignty and independence of the people of Mexico. 

„The feeling and intention of the Government in this matter are 
not based upon polities. They go much deeper than that. They are 
based upon a genuine friendship for the Mexican people and a profound 
interest in the re-establishment of their constitutional system. 


„Whatever unhappy circumstances or necessities may arise, this 
object will be held steadily in view and pursued with consistent pur: 
pose, so far as this Government is concerned. 

„But we are dedling with facts. Whenever and wherever the dig- 
nity of the United States is flouted, its international rights or the rights 

+ of its citizens invaded, or its influence rebuffed, where it has. the 
right to attempt to exercise it, this Government must deal with those 
actually in control. It is now dealing with Gen. Huerta in the terri- 
tory he now controls. That he does not rightfully control it, does not 
alter the fact that he does control it. We are dealing moreover, only 
with those whom he commands and those who come to his support. 
With: these we must; deal. They do not: lawfully represent the people 
of Mexico. In that fact, we rejoice, because our quarrel is not with 
the Mexican people and we do not desire to dictate their affairs. But 
we must enforce our rightful demands upon those whom the existing 
authorities at the place where we act do, for the time being, represent.

IN CAMPAIGN PLAN 


American Troops to Be Massed 
on Border as Precaution- 
ary Measure. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—A complete 
change in the plan of military cam- 
paign in Mexico may be necessitated by 
the menacing attitude of the Constitu- 
tionalists, and that subject was under 
discussion today by the joint board of 
the Army and Navy, and the secretaries 
of the two military departments.

Late reports, however, from Consular 


Agent Carothers indicate growing tur- 
bulence and the development of anti- 
American feeling in the north of Mex- 
ico, and particularly in the neighbor- 
hood of Chihuahua, where many Amer- 
icans have chosen to remain in charge 
of their own business interests, disre- 
garding warnings from the American 
consular officers and relying on the sup- 
posed good-will of the teeter 
ists. 

A danger spot has developed i 
at Fort Bliss, where, owing to the di- 
version of a. large proportion of the 
American garrison to other border 
points, the 5000 Mexican internes, com- 
posed of the Federal soldiers and their 
wives who fled from Ojinaga some 
months ago, are within a barbed-wire 
enclosure insufficiently guarded. The 
status of these internes is likely to be 
changed very soon to that of prisoners 
of war and it is the intention of the 
War Department to take them to a

der to insure their safekeeping as soon 
as the necessary funds are forthcoming.

The story of what took place in the 
city Wednesday in addition to the fight- 
ing at the Naval College is soon told. 
Sniping had continued at intervals 
throughout Tuesday night, although in 
the dark hours the city was compara- 
tively quiet. Capt. William R. Rush of 
the Florida, commanding the forces on 
land, after consultation with Admiral 
Fletcher, blocked out the plan of a de- 
termined movement to the Cathedral 
Plaza and other central points, com- 
mencing at 8 o' clock. 

The movement began with the fring 
of several volleys in the general direc- 
tion’ of the plaza, accompanied by five 
minutes of brisk machine-gun fire. This 
was intended to clear the streets and 
intimidaté what guerrillas might remain 
on the roofs and in the windows. 

Eleven hundred men who had borne 
the brunt of the work Tuesday were 
reinforced during the night by 800 ma- 
rines from the Hancock, in from Tampli- 
co with the first advance base brigade 
of the corps. The marines, under Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel' Wendell C. Neville, 
moved southward; the bluejackets, un- 
der Lieutenant-Commander Allen Bu- 
chanan of the Florida and Lieutenant- 
Commander Arthur B. Keating of the 
Utah moved westward. 


Public Buildings Are Taken. 
By 10 o’clock the plaza, the cathedral, 


the military barracks, the city hall, 
which fronts the plaza, and every other 
building of public character had been 
taken. As fast as each new block was 
entered every house was searched. 
Wherever weapons were found they 
were confiscated, and if they bore evi- 
dence of recently having been used, the 
men in the house were made prisoners. 

In the search of buildings for men 
bearing arms, scores of prisoners were 
taken, most of them protesting they 
were not guilty of any unfriendliness 
whatsoever toward the Americans. Ac- 
customed as the Mexicans are to their 
own contending forces shooting im- 


| 


mediately all prisoners taken, the cap- 


tured men could not believe they will 
receive no drastic treatment at the 
hands of the Americans. 

Most of the tenanted buildings were 
readily thrown open to the Americans. 
If doors were not unbarreg promptly 
they were smashed in. Rifles, revolv- 
ers, swords, weapons or every sort, were 
tossed from the windows. In the streets 
they were gathered up to de thrown in 
the harbor. Dead Mexicans lay in ev- 
ery street in the center -of the city. 
Nearly 200 bodies were found altogether 
when the policing of the city began. 

Chief of Pollce Antonio Villa Vicancio 
was taken prisoner by the Americans 
shortly ‘after they had occupied the 
main plaza of the city. It was suggest- 
ed to him that he continue in his of- 
ficial capacity to direct the city’s pro- 
tective system. He took the proposition 
under advisement. Had the frightened 
Mayor made up his mind to accede to 
Admiral Fietcher's suggesion which was 
made through Consul Canada, many 
Mexicans might have been spared the 
humiliation of being forced from their 
positions and undoubtedly a number of 
lives would not have been sacrificed. 


Prisoners Expected Release. 
When the city prison, which faces the 


Mexican. plaza of the city, was cap- 
tured, Lieutenant-Commander Buchanan 
of the Florida made an inspection tour 
through it. There was great surprise 
among the Mexicans who had gathered 
there that the prisoners were not re- 
leased. They had been accustomed to 
seeing the victor always release pris- 
oners and then Impress them all into his 
army. 

Coincident with orders for the general 
advance of the Americans, an aged 
white-haired Mexican carrying the White 
flag of truce, came down a street from 
the center of the city. He carried a let- 
ter to the Chief of Police, the only au- 
thority he hopec to reach, and desired 
Consul Canada to read it. It was an 
urgent appeal to the Chief of Police to 
call off the snipers and prevent the 
bombardment he believed would follow 
if they continued their execution. 

Even before the messenger had 
elimbed the stairs into the Consul’s of- 
fice, Capt. Rush was informed of the 
contents of the note he bore and im- 
mediately sounded “Cease firing” and 
“Halt,” but it was too late. The action 
had begun all along the line and it was 
not considered wise to attempt further 
measures to stop it. The commanders

Shops and Restaurants Reopen, 

Virtually all resiscance ceased after 
the first hour of the advance. The rest 
was won easily. Late in the afternoon 
shops and restaurants began to reopen, 
and the life of the city took on again 
something of its normal aspect. 

From noon Tuesday until noon 
Wednesday, when Lieutenant-Comman- 
der Buchanan’s men occupied the Ca- 
thedral Plaza in force, nearly 50 Amer- 
icans were penned up in the Hotel Dili- 
gencia’s Annex on short rations, while 
on the roof above them a hundred Mex- 
ican soldiers fired almost continually at 
thé invaders and citizens alike. The 
experience of the Americans here, while 
exciting, was not serious. None was in- 
jured although bullets from the marines 
and bluejackets’ rifles and machine guns 
struck the building in showers, break- 
ing the windows but not penetrating 
the thick walls. One bullet tore a hole 
in a hand satchel borne by one woman 


killed him. It was nothing less than 
a hand-to-hand struggle. 


American Women as Nurses. 
Two American women, Mrs. Harry 


Archer and Mrs. Mary Crow, both of 
Mexico City, who have had experience as 
nufses, worked all Tuesday and that 
night caring for the Mexican wounded. 
Several soldiers were killed on the roof 
and scores were wounded, the latter in- 
cluding the Lieutenant in command. 

Among the Americans in the hotel 
were Mrs. Charles R. Hudson, wife of 
the vice-president of the Mexican Na- 
tional . Railways; Thomas J. Ryder, 
manager Cowdray oil interests in Mex- 
co, and wife; Dr. Tozzer of Harvard 
University and wife, who had been in 
the country ail winter pursuing archio- 
logical investigations for the university 
in the vicinity of Mexico City. 


The Diligencia Hotel proper and its 
annex occupy adjoining corners of the 
Cathedral Plaza. The annex is a two- 
story stone building, much better 
adapted for refuge purposes than the 
hotel, which is of wood. When it was 
evident that resistence was to be made 
by the Mexicans all the guests of the 
hotel removed to the annex. 

Mrs. Hudson tells this story: “At 
noon Tuesday Federal soldiers took pos- 
session of the hotel and posted a guard 
m the hallway on the street level and in 
the corridors, stationing their force on 
the roof. The Lieutenant in command 
was courteous and did his best to re- 
assure us that no harm could come to 
us from his men. In justice I'll say he 
kept his word. We were not molested or 
eubjected to any unpleasant treatment 
whatever. Before the firing began, we 
all got out of our rooms facing the 
Plaza and side streets and settled our- 
selves as comfortably as possibly in the 
inside rooms, where there was not the 
slightest. possibility of bullets reaching 
us. The only contingency we really 
feared was that the warships might be 
compelled to shell the city, but even in 
that case we felt certain that the Ad- 
miral would not allow the fire to be di- 
rected toward the hotel, knowing that 
so many foreigners were there. 

“Firing from the roof was almost 
continuous all day. As the «wounded 
were carried down they were given what 
aid was possible the hospital ex 
temporized in the entrance hall on the 
ground floor. If there were any heroines 
among the American women they were 
Mrs. Archer and Mrs. Crow. They took 
charge of the wounded, the Mexicans 
having no hospital service or doctors, 
and looked after them continuously un- 
til Wednesday morning. The rest of us 
did what we could, but that did not 
amount to anything. 


Orders Bearer Wants Liquor. 
“after dark the firing from the roof 


slackened and everything was quiet un- 
til about 11 o’clock, when a Colonel o? 
the. Mexican army arrived with orders 
from Gen. Maas, as he said, for the 
Federals to exacuate the hotel. This 
man was more than half drunk. The 
first thing he did when he entered ths 
hotel was to demand cognac. When the 
clerk insisted none was in the hotel the 
Colonel struck him, some say, shot at 
the man. 

“Nearly all the Federals left in the 
wake of the Colonel, but some remained 
until Lieut. Badger and the American 
bluejackets took possession of the hotel 
about. noon Wednesday. The Federals 
who had not fled were made prisoners. 
The Americans were forced to break 
down the door to get into the hotel, 


which gave us almost the worst scare 
' 


we had. 
“During the night we were aroused oy 


three men on horseback who rode up to 
the entrance, asking for cognac, When 
they received no response they dis- 
charged their rifles several times 
through the doorway and rode away, 
They had been looting, for they had 
yards of silk wound fantastically about 
their bodies and mounts. They said thoy 
were prisoners taken from San Juan de 
Ulloa, who had been put into the army 
by Gen. Maas.“ 

Several women bought bottles of wa- 
ter for Lieut. Badger’s men, who were 
under orders not to drink the city water 
for fear it might be poisoned. Their 
hot work in the narrow streets under 
the sun had exhausted the contents of 


their canteens. 
Half the Americans m the hotel went 


— 


and the men had been compelled to re- 
main in it. 

At San Juan de Ulloa, the ancient 
stone fortress, the commandant and 60 
armed men and 300 in the 
navy yard peered from embrasures 
at the Prairie, lying 800 yards away, 
and the other ships in the inner harbor 
shelling the naval academy. In the 
dungeons remained 600 prisoners, the 
echoes of the guns on the ships reach- 
ing them through a 16-foot stone wall. 

Capt. Stickney of the Prairie went 
through the fortress several days age 
and found some heavy guns, five torpe- 
does and a torpedo tube in a corrugat- 
ed iron shed outside the wall of the 
fortress. When the landing of the 
Americans was ordered Capt. Stickney 
Sent word to the com t of San 
Juan de Ulloa that he would blow him 
to pieces with the Prairie’s guns if he 
opened fire against the Americans, but 
that otherwise he would not be dis- 
turbed. The commandant replied that 
he would answer with his cannons if 
fired on, but that he would not com- 
mence hostilities. 

Rear Admiral Fletcher instructed the 
Spanish cruiser Carlos V to go outside 
the breakwater in order to give the 
Prairie room to fire her guns. The 
Spanish commander refused, saying that 
he dared not maneuver his boat in so 
small a space at night He also de- 
clared that he needed to take on a sup- 
ply of fresh water. 


Admiral Fletcher insisted yesterday 
that ‘his order be carried out and the 
Carlos V moved outside just before the 
attack on the center of the city began. 

Fletcher Pleased With Showing. 

Admiral Fletcher ‘talked to me at noon 
yesterday aboard the Prairie, where he 
has had headquarters since Tuesday 
forenoon. He was in consultation with 
Capt. Huse, chief of staff, regarding 
the personal brigade staff and assign- 
ments for exequtive work in governing 
the city, Fletcher having charge of the 
navy operations on land, while Badger 
is in command over all afloat. 

Admiral Fletcher expressed satisfac- 
tion with the result of the two days’ 
work, but regretted that the futile re- 
sistence offered by Mexicans had cost 
lives and caused the destruction of 
property unnecessarily. He said the 
landing Tuesday had hastened, 
not only by the expediency of prevent- 
ing the Ypiranga’s consignment of sev- 
eral million pesos’ worth of cartridges. 
artillery and other war munitions for 
Huerta falling into hands of Mexicans, 
but’ as well as by the norther which 
threatened to kick up a heavy sea, im- 
peding if not preventing the landing of 
forces. When it was suggested that 
there was a possibility of Germany ob- 
jecting to the holding up of the Ypiranga 
as a violation of the laws of neutrality. 
the Admiral replied emphatically in the 
negative. 

Proceedings, both after the German 
merchantman’s captain had been heid 
up outside the harbor and notified that 
the Americans were in possession of the 
port, had been strictly in accord, he said, 
with international procedure governing 
such conditions. The Captain of the 
Ypiranga had not been ordered to keep 
out of the harbor. It was not neces- 
sary to proceed to such extremes. The 
Captain merely had been notified of the 
conditions which existed and had been 
told that if he wished he could go along - 
side the wharf and begin to land his 
cargo, but it was pointed out to him 
significantly that it was hardly safe, as 
heavy firing then was going on and 
probably would continue the remainder 
of the day. 

Capt. Huse went aboard the Ypiranga 
Wednesday morning and exchanged 
compliments with the Captain of thai 
vessel, everything being pleasant. 


LIND OUTLINES A PLAN 
FOR MEXICAN CAMPAIGN 


President's Former - Envoy 
Breaks Silence; Favors a Gen- 


eral Blockade on Coast. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—John Lind, 
who was President Wilson’s personal 
representative in Mexico and who, since 
bis return to the United States, has re- 
fused to discuss the situation, broke 
silence yesterday by outlining what he 
says should be the plan of ee 
adopted by the United States. 

Lind was asked concerning the ad- 
visability of sending the army from 
Galveston to Vera Cruz and directly to 
the City of Mexico. 

No, that is not the present intention,” 
replied Lind. “As we are now in pos- 
session of Vera Cruz, the next step will 
be to clean up Tampico. Then we should 
retain possession of both cities and block 
all the remaining ports in Mexico. I 
don’t anticipate any more fighting, as 
Huerta will have all he can do to con- 
test with the advancing forces of the 
victorious revolutionists.” 

“Has Huerta an effective army?” 

„No, the pick of his forces were sent 
rorth. where they were annihilated in 
and around Torreon. All he has left is 
some bands of hired assassins,” said 
Lind. 

“What is your opiniop of the skirmish 
in Vera Crus?“ 

“It turned out just as I anticipated,” 
replied Lind. When called upon to 
surrender Gen. Maas retreated from 
Vera Cruz with the bulk of his com- 
mand. Those left behind were disor- 
ganized and consisted mainly of rough- 
necks and assassins, These men con- 
cealed themselves on the flat roofs of 
the buildings and picked off our men 
from their concealment.”

Missourians are playing a big pert in 
the naval operations in the Mexican 
campaign. They figured prominently in 
the Tampico incident, which led to 
President Wilson’s demand that Huerta 
salute the flag in apology. 

A Missoyrian, Lieutenant-Commander 
Ralph Earle, commands the Dolphin, 
whose sailors were arrested at Tampico 
—the incident which caused the present 
situation. 

Of the seven United States ships in 
Tampico Harbor at that time, threo 
were commanded by Missourians, Capt 
John J. Knapp, a St. Louisan, commands 
the battleship Connecticut, which is the 
flagship of Rear Admiral Mayo, whose 
demand for the salute was upheld by 
President Wilson. Commander Arthur

The pyramid of Cholula, near Puebla.

At San Juan Teotihuacan, near 
Mexico City, are two pyramids, those of 
the Sun and the Moon. The former is 
216 feet high, and is said by antiquar}- 
ans to be larger than any of the E 
tian pyramids except Cheops.

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WITHDRAW FRON 
MEXICO AT ONG 


Lead to Taking All Territory 
to Panama Canal. 


DECLARES WAR IS ON 


He Predicts That in 48 Hours 
United States Will Be at 
Arms With United Mexico. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 23.—That the 


United States and Mexico are actually 
at war now, was the declaration of Sen- 
ator Borah today, when the administra- 
tion Senate leaders sought to pass the 
bill granting President Wilson $500,000 


to move Americans out of Mexico. 

Senator Borah declared that the 
United States should immediately get 
out of Mexico, out of Honduras and 
Nicaragua. Senators Smoot and Borah 
criticised the way in which the admin- 
istration has handled the ‘Mexican sit- 
uation. : 

“Before another 48 hours is passed, in 
my judgment, we shall be at war with 
United Mexico,“ said Senator Borah. 
“No one doubts what the forces of 
Huerta will do and no one can doubt 
what the forces of Carranza will do. 

„ think when this act is passed. 
it ought to be declared that the 
United States will withdraw from 
Mexico, will withdraw from Nicar- 
agua, withdraw from Honduras. 

“Gradual Encroachment.” 

“Do the people understand that the 
present Government of Nicaragua 
would melt as the mists if the Amer- 
lcan marines were to be withdrawn 
fron; in front of the White House in 
Managua?’ asked Senator Borah. “We 
are enforcing upon the people of 
Micaragua a government they do not 
went. It is just this gradual en- 
croachment into the affairs of our 
neighbors that has led the whole 
world to suspect us of ultimate in- 
tentions to extend our sovereignty 
over these countries. 

“In what I am saying I want it 
understood that I am not challenging 
arything that the Preeident has said. 
I believe he meant what he said at 
Mobik in regard to the United States 
not wanting more territory, but that 
is what we have said ever since 
Thomas Jefferson annexed Louisiana. 
I believe that.if the American flag 
ever goes up in ae it will never 
come down.” 

Senator Borah +i Hee declared that 
“the policy we are pursuing will inevit- 
ably lead to our taking every foot of 
territory to the Panama Canal though 
I would regard that as a crime and a 


national calamity.”’ 


Criticism by Lodge. 
Senator Lodge, who followed Senator 
Borah, criticised the majority for re- 
fusing to accept an amendment to the 
justification resolution broadening its 
scope so as to refer to all indignities 
suffered in Mexico in addition to the 
incidents at Tampico and Vera Cruz. 

Senator Hitchcock said that to have 
accepted the amendment would have 
shown discourtesy and Wisrepect to the 
President. 

“I refuse to consider that a reason,” 
said Senator Lodge, pounding with his 
fist on a desk. Are we sent here to be 
told that we are discourteous because 
we criticise the policy of a resolution 
because it was offered by someone or 
comes from the White House? We win 
not be held down like that. We cannot 
be charged with lack of manners. Pres- 
idents and policies have always been 
criticised here and always will be.”

‘CALLS-HUERTA MURDERER 


Says Wilson in Scrutinizing 
Revolutions Has Broadened 
Monroe Doctrine, 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, April 2—William Bay- 


ard Hale, President Wilson's unofficial 
investigator of affairs in Mexico, hgs 


contributed to the forthcoming number 
of the World’s Work an article uphold- 
ing the President's Mexican policy and 
pointing out an important development 
in the character of American diplomacy. 
This, he explains, is an interpretation 
of the Monroe Doctrine that establishes 
the stizerainty of the United States only 
as an effective source of moral inspira- 
tion over the nations of Centra] America 
and the West Indies. 

“The press and the people of Amer- 
ica,” he said “have not yet awakened 
to the fact that the first year of Wil- 
son’s presidential term has given the 
United States a new character among 
the powers of the world. Before Mr. 
Wilson had been in office a week he 
had given the Monroe Doctrine an inter- 
pretation the implications of which go 
far beyond anything voiced by Jeffer- 
son, Madison, Monroe, Quincy, Adams, 
Polk, Webster, Grant or Olney. Before 
Mr. Wilson had been in office a year 
Powers of other continents had yielded 
to the principle of our domination in the | 
Western Hemisphere. It is not fantas- 
4 tical therefore to speak of our moral 
empire in America.” 


Writes as Ptivate Student. 
The magazine editors point out Dr. 


Hale desires to make it clear that he 
writes simply as a private student of 
affairs in the Mexican Republic. 

Discussing the possibility of interven- 
tion in Mexico (the article was written 
before the fleet was ordered to Mexico) 
Dr. Hale says: “An American army 
would have no physica] difficulty in get- 
ting back out of Mexico, nobody would 
use it up before it got away; the diffi- 
culty would be that greed in a false 
sense of national honor would do their 
utmost to keep us there permantently in 
occupation.“ 

“If armed intervention should be 
forced upon us, he continues, “I pre- 
dict that our forces will be ordered 
home just as soon as constitutional or- 
der has been restored, and that, so far 
as the power and influence of Presi- 
dent Wilson can bring it to pass, noth- 
ing in the nature of an Indemnity, either 
in money or land, will be asked or will 
be accepted. But nobody can predict 
how far the influence of the vast Amer: 
ican investments in Mexico, which 
would be multiplied in value by being 
brought under the American flag, might 
go toward rendering withdrawal impos- 
sible. What we do want in Mexico, 
and throughout Central America, is—

“Scrutinising Revolutions.” 
The trouble with Central America, 


Dr. Hale asserts, is its proclivity for 
revolution. But, he says, most Central 
America revolutions are promoted“ 
from Europe in a regular way of busi- 
ness, exactly as a real estate scheme 
is promoted in America. The duty of 
the United States is to scrutinize each 
revolution by itself and to judge wheth- 
er it be or whether it be not, morally 
justifiable.”” He says: 

“That duty the United States has now

At their next meeting the Election 
Comimissioners will consider a plan for 
transferring voters on the primary elec- 
tion registration books. There are four 
sets of registration books, two for gen- 
eral election purposes and two for prt- 
mary elections. Many St. Louis voters, 
while signing the general election 
registration books, refused or failed to 
sign the primary election books.

Wife Sees Pape Williams, Killed in Gillespie au) 
Theater Lobby by Frank Coudrey, Wnom 
He Told to Stay Away. | 


While his Wife was leaning on his arm 
Pape Williams, 40 years old, a hardware 
merchant, was shot and killed by Frank 
Coudrey, an undertaker, in the outer 


lobby of the Colonial Theater at Gilles 
pie, III., 50 mies north of St. Lonis at 
10:20 p. m. Wednesday. 

The shooting was done so quickly that 
no one in the crowd which was leaving 
the theater seemed to know who fired 
the shot. The identity of the slayer was 
not made known until half an hour later 
when James B. Coudrey, father of Frank 
Coudrey, called at the police station anda 
asked if his son was there. He said 
Frank had run into their home greatly 
excited and told him he had killed Pape 
Williams. 

The father said he had advised his 
son to give himself up to the police and 
thought he had done so. 

With the identity of the siayer known 
the police of Gillespie notified the Ma- 
coupin County authorities at Carlin- 
ville, 10 miles away, and within an 
hour Sheriff Ecker had arrived in Gillfes- 
pie and organized a citizens’ posse 


which went in search of Coudrey. The 


elder Coudrey joined the posse and said 
that if his son were overtaken he would 
advise him to surrender without re- 
sistance. No trace of Coudrey was 
found.

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COMPEN SATION LAW BENEFITS. 

In the report of the chairman of the Wisconsin 
Compensation Commission is the following sig- 
nificant statement: 

In 1910, before the passage of the Com- 
pensation act, it cost $450,000 to carry $150,- 
000 to the injured workmen: in 1914 (esti- 
mated) the injured workmen will’ receive 
$900,000 and the administration will cost hora 
than $12,000. 

The Post-Dispatch made a vigorous effort to get 


® good compensation act into the Missouri statutes 
during the late session of the State Legislature, 
but without results. The labors of the State Com- 
pensation Commission proved fruitless. 

The argument for a workmen’s compensation 
law embodied in the brief statement quoted, is con- 
vincing. Under the old system, the system Mis- 
sourl now has, of compelling injured workmen to 
seek compensation by damage suits, the proportion 
of expense. to benefit is three to one. Under a 
good compensation law the proportion of expense 
te benefit is 1 to 75. In short, under the present 
system compensation is uncertain and many of 
the disabled suffer great hardships. and become 
burdens on the community, while of the compen- 
sation paid $3 go to the lawyers and court expenses 
and $1 to the injured; under a good compensation 
law compensation is certain, all the disabled are 
cared for and $75 go to the injured and $1 to ex- 
pense of administration. 

The next Legislature should relieve Missouri of 
the old wasteful, cruel, lawyer-fattening system 
and substitute the new, ne. certain and 
efficient system.

To one pint of shredded celery, fine- 
ly minced, five oranges and two lemons, 
dried, add one pint of large strawberries 
cut in halves, which have been put on 
ice to chill. Beat two egg yolks very 
light, add one teaspoonful of very fine 
salt, the juice of two lemons, and lastly. 
one cupful of strawberry juice poured 
over the salad just when served. 


Peach Foam. 

Soften one-third box gelatin in one- 
half cup cold water, add one-half cup 
boiling water, place over hot water, add 
three-fourths cup of sugar and stir un- 
til dissolved. Remove from the fire, add 
one cup of peach pulp pressed through a 
coarae sieve and one teaspoon bitter 
almond extract and let stand until cool.

Near Salisbury Plain, in England, is 
the grave of one William Button. His 
epitaph runs: 

“Oh, sun, moon, stars and ye celes- 

tial poles! 

Are graves, then, dwindled into Bat- 

tonholes?’’ 

Which is not as clever as this epi- 
taph which a famous New York dentist 
composed for himself: 

“Stranger, approach this grave with 
fitting gravity; 

Here lies a dentist—filling his last 
cavity.” 

A prose epitaph in a Massachusetts 

graveyard is scarcely less interesting 

in its own way. Here it is: 

“In memory of Mrs. Lydia Bur- 
nett, who was first Consort of Mr. 
Noah Ripley, by whom she had 
eight sons and 11 daughters, 17 of 
whom lived to have families. Her 
descendents at her death were 97 
grandchildren and 106 great-grand- 
children. She died June 19, 1816, aged 
91 years. 

“Many daughters have done vir- 

tuously,. but thou excellest.“ 
In Plymouth, England, is a mortuar; 
stone erected to the memory of a den- 
izen of that town who perished in 
America. It reads: 

“Here lieth the remains of Thomas 
Nicols, wlio died in Philadelphia, 
March, 1753. Had he lived he would 
have been buried here.’’ 

Before the days of the slang phrase 
Douglas Jerrold coined the following 
two-word epitaph for the grave of h's 
friend Charles Knight: 

Good Night!“

the Automobile Club of St Louis is 
preparing to renew its campaign to 
Place upon careless pedestrians a part 
of the responsibility for motor accidents 


in St. Louis. Officers of the club be- 
lieve the present laws are sufficient to 
punish careless motorists, who kill or 
injure people. 

From the view of many automobile 
users, the number of accident would be 
much smaller if it were made a punish- 
able offense for a pedestrian to cross a 
street in the middle of a block, or at 
any point except an established street 
crossing. 

. Favors Paris Law. 

Matthew F. Marm, secretary of the 
Automobile Club, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, that at the annual meeting of 
the club in its quarters at the Plant- 
ers Hotel, May 4, he will urge the or- 
ganization to work for the passage of 
an ordinance to punish pedestrians who 
do not cross at corners. Comparative- 
ly few persons are struck by automo- 
biles at crossings, he said, but many are 
hurt when they step from the sidewalk 
between crossings. 

Morse went even further and said ha 
would favor a law like the one in force¥ 
in Paris, where a person who is struck 
by an automobile in the street is ar- 
rested and fined on a pharge of delaying 
traffic. Such a law, he thinks, is need- 
ed in St. Louis to bring pedestrians to a 
sense of their responsibilities. 

The Automobile Club a year ago at- 
tempted to have an ordinance passed t» 
require pedestrians to use only the 
established street crossings, but the 
Municipal Assembly killed the bill. 

Although statistics show an increase 
in automobile fatalities, Morse declares 
this is because a greater number of 
machines are in use this year. There 
were more than 9000 licenses issued this 
year, as against about 6500 last year.
